W. L. Malone, of the Singer 
staff, said the raid climaxed a 
ha lf y ear’s bitter labor dispute. 
He declared tha t between 150 
and 200 former Singer employ es 
mostly transported in motor cars, 
rushed Singer’s two-story office 
building in the heart of Yokoha­ 
ma’s business district during the 
lunch hour. 
The majority , he said, wielded 
cordwcjod clubs, of which a mo­ 
tor car-load was dumped in front 
of the building at the outset of 
the attack. Malone said a t least 
one knife was used. 
The rioters swept through the 
building like a wrecking crew, 
smashing furniture and demol­ 
ishing ty pewriters and other ma­ 
chines.
